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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . Claims 16-23 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species/invention, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 8. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 4-9 and 10-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Miller (343). 

Miller shows an exercise apparatus (figure 5) which has a frame 12, cranks 22, axis X, 
rocker links 64-66 pollers (unlabeled) which roll along the ramp 32, and left and right 
foot supports 24-26 interconnected between the cranks and the rollers.The Miller rollers 
are rotatably mounted to the rocker links via links 74. The forward portions of the foot 
supporting members are stationarilv disposed on top of the respective rollers. 

With respect to claim 4, Miller states in column 4 lines 24+ that the flywheel is 
preferably a double wheel. Miller doesn't state that the left and right cranks/rollers are 
positively egaged for concurrent movement. Therefore, the examiner contends that thd 
rollers are movable at user's discretion during rotatrion of the cranks. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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With respect to claim 7, the Miller rollers appear to move through parallel paths 
of motion due to ramp 32. Applicant's claim language is broad, and maybe a different 
feature is being claimed .
